ENDS; 141-2 CENT 
HOURLY PAY RISE 


2400 Employes Off Jobs 
Since Aug. 20 — Some 
Will Get Increase Up 
to 20 Cents. 


The six-week-old strike of 2400 
onigtdves of the Carter Carburetor 
Corp., 2840 North Spring avenue, 
was ended last night when the 
com and the CIO United 
Automobile Workers signed a two- 
year contract granting production 
workers a general wage increase 
of 14% cents an hour. 

Although the general wage in- 
crease was 14% cents an hour, 
John Livingston, president of the 
UAW local here, said seme em- 
ployes will receive increases of 19 
to 20 cents an hour under the new 
contracmt. In addition, employes, 
will receive sick benefits and 
wages in some departments where 
there was a large differential, will 
be equalized. 

The strike began Aug. 20 after 
negotiations became deadlocked at 
a union demand for an increase 
of 18 cents an hour, scaled down 
from 23% cents, and a company 
offer of ten cents plus certain 
equalization adjustments. When 
efforts by the union to take the 
controversy to the American Car 
& Foundry Co., parent company 
of the Carter Corp., failed, nego- 
tiations were resumed iozally with 
representatives of the local office 
of the Federal Mediation Service 
participating. The settlement was 
reached at a meeting at the Medi- 
ation Service offices, in the Old 
Customs House. 

Production of carburetors, sup- 
plied to a large section of the 
automobile industry, will be re- 
sumed next week, a company 
spokesman announced. Under the 
agreement, adjustments in 125 job 
classifications will be made as 
soon after production is resumed 
as possible.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 — The ur-

With a morning-after “deadlock 
hangover” that finds the delegates 
still groggy and extremely down- 
cast, the U.N, General Assembly 
tried to get itself reoriented after 
just about its saddest day of frus- 
tration and futility. 

Russia again ‘swung its veto 
club ruthlessly at the Security 
Council to prove, as Andrei A. 
Gromyko asserted emphatically, 
that if the Soviets couldn’t have 
what they wanted they wouldn't 
let the other four big powers have 
what they wanted, either. 

Thus, Finland and Italy saw 
their membership petitions thrown 
down and trampled by Gromyko’s 
vetoes—Nos. 21 and 22 for the 
Russians. 

All-or-Nothing Stand. 

Gromyko, wandering far from 
what the U.N. Charter seems to 
classify as peace-loving nation 
insisted that it was all or nothing 

Either he got his three satel- 
lites, Bulgaria, Romania and Hun- 
gary, in the U.N., or out went the 
applicants sponsored by Britain 
and the United States, namely 
Finland and Italy. 

He failed to muster the neces- 
sary votes, so out went Italy and

$259,820,000 Used. 

The Under. Secretary admitted 
that $259,820,000 of this sum has 
already been devoured, in the 
form of actual shipments or allo- 
cations. On top of shipmen 
taling $106,151,000 during the third 
quarter of this year he piled $153,- 
669,000 in supplies requisitioned as 
of Sept. 29. 

Between July 1. and Dec. 1, he 
stated, the United States will have 
shipped to Italy $90,000,000 in es- 
sential commodities. During the 
same period Austria will have 
benefited by a total of $61,788,000, 
including transportation costs. 
During the three months since 
July 1, said Lovett, the Unjted 
States provided Italy with $35,000,- 
000 worth of essential commod- 
ities. The figure will be stepped 
up to $655;000,000 during October 
and November. 

Italian commitments for these 
two months were said to include 
1,100,000 tons fo coal, 231,000 tons 
of cereals, 9933 tons of beans and 
peas, 6400 tons of macaroni and 
spaghetti and 4000 tons each of 
soya flour and rolled oats. Addi- 
tional ifems are $163,000 worth of 
penicillin and $134,000 worth the 
streptomycin. 

In attempting to lead his hearers 
through a maze of arithmetic, the 
Under Secretary at one point 
lapsed into something like despe- 
ration. 

“The margin of tolerance,” he 
burst forth, “is designed to take 
care of the fraility of human beings 
in trying to figure thing where 
they know neither the price, quan- 
tity, date or,, in fact, even the ulti- 
mate destination.” 

“On a Minimum Basis.” 

Lovett said that the $580,000,000 
mentioned by the President was 
not a precise figure but an ap- 
proximation, on “an absoluetely 
minimum subsistence basis.”

Union Opens Non-Profit Grocery 
To Lower Food Prices in This Area 


(Picture on Page 3A) 


A non-profit retail grocery was 
opened today at 1127 Pine street 
by the CIO Retail, Wholesale and 
Department Store Employes’ Un- 
ion for the avowed purpose of 
serving union members and at- 
tempting to lower prices general- 
ly in this area. 

Stock of the store consisted. of 
a varied assortment of canned 
goods and staple commodities. No 
meat, fruit, dairy products or per- 
ishable goods will be sold, Goods 
were sold for cash only. . 

Prices, said H. J, Gibbons, direc- 
tor of the St. Louis Joint Board 
of the union, averaged about 5 
cents an item under prices pre- 
vailing generally at groceries and 
markets in the St. Louis district. 
There was, he conceded, some fluc- 
tuation. 

No attempt would be made, 
Gibbons said, to compete with 
“loss leaders” advertised at some 
stores. Union members, he added, 
have been advised to watch for 
such leaders and “snap them up,” 
especially when th are priced 
10 and 15 cents below identical 
items carried by neighborhood 


groceries. 
Typical prices at the union’s 
store, noted at random shortly 


after it’s opening at 1 o’clock 


sardines, 14 cents; potted meat, 
two cans for 25c; grated tuna, 36 
cents, peas and carrots, 13 cents; 
spinach, 10 cents; apple butter, 25 
cents; black-eye beans, 27 cents 
and chop suey bean sprouts, 13 
cents, 

Other items included baked 
beans (without pork), 11 cents; 
pineapple juice, 18 and 42 cents; 
coffee, 35 and 44 cents a pound; 
rice, 18 cents tomato soup, two 
cans for 23 cents and laundry 
soap, two bars for 25 cents. 

The store, which may be patron- 
ized by any union member, regard- 
less of affiliation, was financed by 
$5000 contributed by the joint coun- 
cil of the CIO union, representing 
6000 members. Supplies were 
bought at regular wholesale 
houses. Quarters are in a room 
already rented by the union, Sal- 
aries comprise $l-an-hour for each 
of three clerks and $1.32 an hour 
for a manager, on a 40-hour a 
week basis with time and a half 
for overtime. The store will be 
open 48 hours weekly, from 1 to 
9 p.m, each weekday. ; 

The non-profit store, regarded 
by Gibbons as “on an experi- 
mental basis“ may be the fore- 
runner for a larger . co-operative 
enterprise, which would sell all 
kinds of supplies. Opportunity to 
subscribe for shares in the co- 
operative, at $5 a share, is afford-

A BETTER ATOLL 
TO BE GIVEN 167 
TAKEN OFF BIKINI 


PEARL HARBOR, Oct. 2 (AP) 
-The 167 natives who left their 
homes 18 months ago so Bikini 
lagoon could be used for the 
atomic bomb tests are “a de- 
feated, frustrated, poverty-stricken 
people.” 

This was stated in a report 
handed to the Navy’s military gov- 
ernment recently, and so the navy 
is providing them with a new and 
better island home. The report 
found that the island of Rongerik, 
their second home, is inadequate. 

The Navy plans to move the na- 
tives from .Rongerik to Ujelang, 
290 miles southwest of Bikini, 
which “should prove adequate for 
the needs of the atoll-dwelling 


people.” 


NEW YORK STUDY SAYS FOOD 
COST RISE IMPERILS HEALTH 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (INS)—Five 
New York City commissioners re- 
ported to Mayor William O’Dwyer 
yesterday that, unless the rising 
cost of food is checked, the health 
of the city’s millions may be im- 
paired. 

The report was made at the 
mayor’s request. 

One official said that unless the 
trend is halted “large segments of 
the population will deteriorate in 
health” through malnutrition. An- 
other noted that the price spiral 
may result in a large jump in the 
tubercular rate.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (INS)—The 
Government has entered the hem- 
line controversy. 

Anti-trust division agents are 
investigating to determine just 
how the new long skirt style 
came to be decreed as the latest 
fashion and whether the “new 
look” is a plot in restraint of 
trade. 

Agents have called at the New 
York Dress Institute, where they 
examined some files. 

They also have started to ques- 
tion various leaders in the New 
York dress designing and manu- 
facturing business to ascertain 
whether the new hemline was 
agreed on behind closed doors in 
a manner that might be construed 
as an anti-trust act violation. 

The anti-trust divisions in New 
York and Washington declined 
to discuss the investigation. How- 
ever, International News Service 
confirmed that ‘three ‘federal 
agents have been questioning the 
New York dress industry leaders 
who set the style pace.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (UP)— 
Following is the program outlined 
by President Truman’s new food 
committee to help avert famine 
in Western Europe this winter 
and hold down prices at. home: 

1. Buy the cheaper cuts, If we 
insist on fancy steaks, we lose 
two. ways: more sorely needed 
wheat is used to fatten cattle for 
the choice cuts; you pay higher 
and higher prices. 

2. Don’t serve too much. Amer- 
ica should continue to eat the 
meat it really needs, but not ex- 
travagantly. Serve your families’ 
plates in the kitchen. Pile on a 
little less. Don't urge “seconds.” 

3. Don’t overcook meat. Roasts, 
chops—almost all meat—shrinks 
when you cook it too much, You 
lose money. and America loses 
food needed for the hungry. 

4. Use left-overs; home-made 
hash, stews, soups, stuffed toma- 
toes. Every housewife. knows 


Tdozens of ways to use left-overs. 


5. Save in other apg — 
of poultry and eggs, of butter an 
cheese, also depend in part on the 
feeding of grain. Use them wisely 
and sparingly so that we can save 
wheat to fight hunger over there. 


SCOTCH IS FLOWING INTO U.S. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (INS) — 
The New York Journal of Com- 
merce reports that “plenty. of 
Scotch whisky will be available 
for this year’s cold weather sea- 
son.” 

The journal says “large cargoes” 
of Scotch are flowing into the 
United States from England and 
Scotland.

Expected of British Robot Brain 


LONDON, Oct. 2 (AP)—British 
science came up today with a new 


two-ton mechanical “brain” hailed 
as 25 times smarter than its 
smartest American counterpart. 

Dr. M. V. Wilkes, director of the 
Cambridge University mathemati- 
cal laboratory, said the university- 
built memory machine was nearly 
finished. 

“Tt may make discoveries in 
engineering, astronomy and atomic 
physics,” he told a reporter, “It 
may even solve economic and 
philosophical problems too compli- 
cated for us. 

“There are Many vital questions 
we wish to put to it.” 

Wilkes said the machine could 
handle 500 numbers 10 decimals 
long. He said the best American 
mechanical brain, built in Phila- 
delphia for the American Army, 


handled only 20 such numbers. 
The Cambridge man has been 


nicknamed “Edsac,” because its 
full name, the scientist explained, 
is “Electronic Delay Storage Auto- 
matic Calculator.” 

It “remembers” by storing up 
electric and supersonic waves, 
each one representing a number, 
in a circuit of metal tubes filled 
with mercury. 

The mechanical brain, in 
Wilkes’s words, can “complete 
100,000 difference calculations per 
minute.” 


A White House announcement 
last Saturday disclosed the exist- 
ence of a new calculating device— 
radac — developed for the United 
States Navy. 

The announcement said “a tech- 
nical revolution is in progress in 
the field of automatic computators 
which will result in computing 
equipment many hundreds of 


times the capacity of any previ-

Plan May Not Be Com- 
pleted Until 1949 — 
Building Under Way. 


A major part of the $10,000,000 
expansion and rehabilitation pro- 
gram of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
designed to increase its production, 
packaging and shipping facilities, 


year, the company announced to- 
day. 

Most of the major projects in 
the program are under construc- 
tion. The full program, however, 
including the replacement of all 


lined steel tanks, may not be fin- 
ished until 1949. 
With greater production the pri- 


brewing equipment is being rushed 
to completion as fast as scarce 
materials and labor supplies per- 
mit, the company said. Under 
construction is a 125,000-barrel 
stockhouse for the aging of beer,

New Stockhouse Being Built. 
The stockhouse, or aging cellar, 
is under construction at the south- 
east corner of Eleventh and Pes- 
talozzi streets. Of heavy re-en- 
forced steel construction, the new 
five-story stockhouse is designed 
for secondary fermentation, a 
method of aging beer that pro- 
duces natural carbonation which 


as too expensive and time con- 
suming. : 
The new fermenting cellar is 
under construction south of the 
new stockhouse. Additional vats 
for the new starting cellar are be- 
ing installed on the fourth floor of 
one of the main brewery build- 
ings facing on Pestalozzi, west of 
Ninth street. 
New bottling and chnning equip- 
ment will be installed in the Bevo 
building, Broadway and Pestalozzi, 
to handle the increased production. 
At present, the brewery’s packag- 
ing equipment is turning out about 
2,000,000 bottles and cans of beer 
a day. The new equipment will 
handle almost 650 barrels an hour, 
enough to fill nearly 200,000 bottles 
and cans, the firm said. 

Rail Facilities. 
In order to expand rail shipping 
facilities, the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
road, which serves Anheuser- 
Busch, is installing private rail 
yards at the plant east of Broad- 
way, the company announced. 
These yards, described as larger 
than the terminal facilities of 
many major cities, will permit 175 
cars a day to move in and out 
when construction is completed 
next year. 

The brewery also is expanding 
its power plant equipment, adding 
a’ 7600-kilowatt turbo-generator 
and a boiler capable of producing 
225,000 pounds of steam an hour.

tofal of 39,243 signatures had been 
obtained. 

Although only 26,000 signatures 
are needed to force an election, 
the organization set its goal at 
40,000, to allow for defective. sig- 
natures. Petitions still in the 
hands of workers are expected to 
bring the total to more than 40,000, 
Miss Shryver said. 

In a statement following the 
meeting, the sponsors said the 
signature-collecting campaign will 
continue even after filing of the 
petition, to provide additional in- 
surance of its sufficiency. 

Harris Bill Unsatisfactory. 
Discussing the rent control bill 
recently introduced in the Board 
of Aldermen by Alderman Alfred 
I. Harris, the P.C.A. statement in- 
dicated the organization would 
not be satisfied with his measure 
in its present form. 


“There are shortcomings in the 
bill introduced by Alderman Har- 
ris,” the statement said.

FACTORY PAY UP 
13 PCT., BUT BUYING 
POWER IS SAME 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said today factory workers in 
August averaged about 13 per 
cent more pay than in August 
1946 but their purchasing power 
was the same, due to higher 
prices. 

Actually, bureau § statisticians 
said, factory workers received 
107.4 per cent more pay in August 
1947, when their Average was 
$49.29, than they received in Au- 
gust 1939, when the average was 
$23.77, 

But, weighing what a dollar will 
purchase now with what it would 
buy in 1939 and considering high- 
er tax rates, they said that a fac- 
tory worker with no dependents 
and a factory worker with three 
dependents have 15.3 and 30.2 per 
cent, respectively, more purchas- 
ing power now than in 1939. 

They said a comparison of 
wages and living costs in August 
1947 and in August 1946 showed 
that workers were getting more 
money than a year before but it 
would buy only the same amount 
of goods and services. 

The bureau reported yesterday 
that the average factory wage 
in July was $49.03 but that its 
purchasing power was less than 
the $36.65 average wage in July, 
1942.

resented machine tools, electrical apparatus, power-generating ma- 
chinery and mining, well and pumping appliances. 


Thanks to Lend-Lease, UNRRA 
and contributions by private relief 
organizations, America’s purse has 
not merely paid for all exports to 
Russia during this period but left 
the U.S.S.R. with a surplus credit 
of $124,197,471. This is accounted 
for in part by deposits of 360, 
000,000 which are currently held 
in New York banks by Amtorg, 
American agent of the Soviet gov- 
ernment’s export-import monopoly. 

Soviet Exports to U. 

During the 18 months in ques- 
tion Russia exported to the United 
States $133,161,000 worth of un- 
dressed furs, tobacco and chrome 
and manganese ore. In addition, 
out of its secret hoard, the Soviet 
Union sold to the United States 
Treasury $33,728,071 worth of gold 
during 1946, plus $10,000,000 in 
July and August of this year. The 
* qt these figures is 3176, 889, 

71. 

Total American credits to Rus- 
sia in the same interval amounted 
to $367,191,600, of which $168,946,- 
was contributed by Lend- 
Lease, $187,582,000 by UNRRA and 
$10,663,000 by private relief or- 
ganizations in the United States. 

Lend-Lease was terminated by 
President Truman on Aug. 21. 
1945, 10 days before Japan’s sur- 
render. But in order to rescue 
American manufacturers who held 
uncompleted Russian contracts, a 
special extension of Pree epee 
was granted to the Soviet Union, 
with a credit of $400,000,000. It 
turned out that Russia needed 
only $250,000,000 of this sum, and 
$17,000,000 which was left of it on 
Jan, last was stopped by Con- 
gress. 

It was learned at the same time 
by Congress that Russian buyers 
were more successful than the 
United States Navy itself in load- 


ing oil tankers on the Pacific 
Coast, and that steel pipes for pe- 
troleum lines were going in quan- 
tity to the Soviet Union at a time 
when oil producers in the South- a 
west could not purchase an inch. 
The Commerce Department's Ex- 
port Supply Branch, which was at 
the point of expiration, was hastily 
revived. 


No system of licensing ex- 
ports has as yet been adopted, 
but something to that effect 
has been accomplished by the 
Supply Control Branch under 
the over-all dictation of the 
State Department, which has 
transferred dominant considera- 
tion from trade to international 
policy. American business men 
have been warned to ship no 
more supplies and make no 
fresh contracts without consult- 
ing the Supply Control Branch, 
which draws guidance from the 
State Department and counsel 
from such agencies as the 
Atomic Energy Commission, the 
Bureau of Standards and the 
Department of Agriculture. 
Nevertheless, exports to Russia 

continued during the first six 
months of the present year to the 
tune of $91,200,000, of which $15,- 
065,600 was contributed by Lend- 
Lease and $31,190,000 by UNRRA. 
The remaining $44,934,000 repre- 
sented “cash” purchases.

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Fumbling With a Crisis 
Either Europe faces a desperate crisis within 
the coming weeks or it does not. Mr. Truman 
quite obviously is convinced that such a crisis is 
at hand, but he has failed to show strong and 
forthright leadership in dealing with it. 

In his Monday statement, he said: 

Recent events have brought about increas- 
ingly critical economic conditions in some of 
the countries of Western Europe. Unusually 
bad European harvests, together with rising 
costs and lessened supplies of American 
food, have upset recovery plans and endan- 
gered the progress already made. In par- 

ticular, France and Italy are without ade- 

quate food and fuel supplies for the fall and 

winter 

But the President did not follow this up by 
calling a special session. He very politely con- 
ferred with congressional leaders and then an- 
nounced he was writing to the chairmen of the 
four appropriate committees, asking them to call 
their members together to consider aid, 

Chairman Vandenbérg replied by calling the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee to meet 
Nov. 10, and the othef committees presumably 
will meet around the same time. This is Oct. 2. 
Cold weather is setting in. It will be more than 
a month before the committees meet. Holding 
of hearings will consume more delay. 
pected that it will be Dec. 1—two months from 
now—before a special session is decided upon. 
How long after that will Congress appropriate 
funds? And how long after that will the funds 
be translated into food and coal? 


From this dilatory, too-little-and-too-late pro- 
cedure, it looks as though Western Europe will 
be in the dead of winter before anything hap- 
pens. Foreign Minister Bidault told the Presi- 
dent yesterday that the French crisis will begin 
Oct. 15. This is the date that France will ex- 
haust its dollar supply and will face cessation of 


_ its imports of coal, wheat and oil, commodities 


it gets from the United States. On that date, un- 
less help is forthcoming, France will face a 
gradual paralysis of its industry and a tightening 
of food and fuel rationing. 

There are political considerations, too. French 
municipal elections will be held Oct. 19 and Oct. 
26, and the Communists will do their utmost to 
discredit the anti-Communist Ramadier Govern- 
ment. In Italy, economic and political condi- 
tions are even worse than they are in France. 
The people are more and more feeling the pinch 
of starvation, Gasperi’s Government hangs by a 
thread and the Communist leader, Togliatti, is 
making the most of the miserable situation. 

One of the excuses given for the President's 
failure to act promptly is that the State Depart- 
ment is not expected to be ready with concrete 
proposals until Nov. 1. 
Sept. 10, Secretary Marshall insisted that Europe 
must have some kind of temporary aid this year. 
He spoke of “the immediate threat of intolerable 
hunger and cold,” and he said America could 
not wait for full consideration of the long-range 
Marshall plan. 

If the situation in Europe is as bad as Messrs. 
Truman and Marshall say it is, and they ought 
to know, if it is as bad as a host of on-the-spot 
observers say, why cannot the State Department, 
which has had the problem staring it in the face 
for months, furnish in a week's time a program 
for Congress to act upon? Every day counts. 
Every hour counts. 

Another excuse for delay is that many Con- 

gressmen are now in Europe, yet they could fly 
home in a-day’s time. 
This country is sure to provide aid for Europe 
sooner or later and, since that is the case, the 
whole situation cries for action sooner, when it 
can do the maximum good economically and 
politically, than later, when freezing tempera- 
tures and empty stomachs make life miserable 
for millions of people.

Four City Tax Bills 


Two of the emergency tax ordinances deserve 
passage on their clear merits. The third is worth 
a trial and the fourth is worth sympathetic ex- 
amination by the Board of Aldermen.. 

A 5 per cent levy is proposed on all admissions 
to amusements, which would realize an estimated 
$750,000 a year. Some amusements are already 
taxed but others—including movie houses—are 
not. The new ordinance would thus end an in- 


equity. The tax would be shared by suburban 


residents who make free use of the city’s serv- 
ices, and is particularly desirable on that ac- 
count. Municipal admissions taxes are common. 
At least two cities, Philadelphia and Norfolk, 
collect 10 per cent, twice the rate proposed here. 

The case is equally persuasive for raising the 
city charge for tavern licenses to $625 a year. 
Today, total license fees in St. Louis are $450 
lower than those in Kansas City and East St. 
Louis. The proposed increase will still leave 


St. Louis taverns paying $175 less in combined 


city, county and state fees than those in the 
other two cities. The proposed total fee in St. 
Louils—-$875—will only be in line with $850 in 
University City and $900 in Clayton. There is 


no sound reason why taverns in the city should 


continue to pay less than those in its suburbs. 
Both the foregoing levies were recommended 
by the Citizens’ Tax Commission after careful 
study. It also recommended raising the 2-cents- 
a-package cigarette tax to 3 cents, a measure in- 
cluded in the present proposals. Over a long 
period, this tax would be partly self-defeating, 
since a saving of 30 cents a carton would make 
numerous smokers buy outside the city. On that 
account, it might not reach the $750,000 esti- 
mate. So long as its effects are kept under close 


watch, however, it is worth trying in the city's 


crisis. 

The fourth bill, which is expected to realize 
$450,000 a year, provides a 5 per cent tax on 
rents of transient hotel rooms. New York City 
has such a tax. This bill was considered by the 
Tax Commission but rejected because the com- 
mission feared it would drive away convention 
business. Hence its sponsors have a particular 
burden of proof to establish in its favor.

As matters stand today, America needs 
friends wherever she can find them. That 
is why it is dangerous nonsense for political 
leaders in this country to make scornful 
statements about socialist experiments in 
Europe. Do we want to draw a line so 
rigid that only 100 per cent capitalist free 
enterprise countries are allowed in our 
camp? If so, we will find ourselves alone 
in splendid isolation, for no other nation 
on, earth today can 
afford a com pletely 
free capitalist econ- 
omy. 

Would it not be 
sounder for us to 
draw the line a little 
further to the Left? 
This would allow us 
to take in the gov- 
ernments of most of 
the Western Euro- 
pean states, instead 
of relegating them to Harold Stassen 
the Soviet camp by lumping together Com- 
munism and Socialism. 

These states, in varying degrees, are 
trying to combine a planned Socialist econ- 
omy with a retention of civil liberties, the 
essence of democracy. The majority of 
people in these countries are convinced that 
such a compromise offers their only hope 
of escape from complete economic collapse 
and a consequent surrender to Communism. 


Anti-Communism in Norway 


Take Norway, for instance. There is a 
country we should surely rather have on 
our side than on the Soviet team. Yet we 
read of Norway’s energetic efforts to fight 
her way back to economic self-sufficiency 
through a system of government planning 
which took shape among Norwegian intel- 
lectuals in concentration camps under the 
German occupation. 

Blair Moody, writing from Oslo for the 
North American Newspaper Alliance, puts 
it this way: 


define their Socialism as an effort to see 
that everyone gets as fair a share of pro- 
duction as possible.” 7 

Planning along socialist lines is also the 
order of the day in Britain, It began under 
the Churchill Government, long before La- 
bor took control. The Lord Chancellor of 
England, Viscount Jowett, assures. the 
American Bar Association that his coun- 
try is in no danger of “going totalitarian.” 
He reminds the lawyers that “no British 
Government could survive at this time if it 
failed to respond to the popular demand 
for a try at a planned economy.” 

Even Sweden and Switzerland, which 
probably seem closer to American standards 
than any other European countries today, 


“Norway's leaders, violently_ 
anti-Communist, believe in planning. They 


employ government controls over their vi- 
tal natural resources. Sweden's forests, 


mines and water power are controlled for 
the benefit of the national economy. The 
consumer co-operative movement has 
reached its fullest development in Sweden, 
which seeks a “middle way” between full 
state ownership and unregulated private 
enterprise. 

That effort does not put Sweden in the 
Communist camp. Its purpose is the ex- 
act opposite, to husband the country’s lim- 
ited resources so effectively that the peo- 
ple can maintain a high standard of living 
and thus escape the threat of Communism. 


The Bulwark of Socialism 
The plain fact is that these democratic 


‘socialist governments of Western Europe 


are our natural allies. Russia recognizes 
that fact, and is doing everything possible 
to undermine them. The target of Commu- 
nist attack all over Europe is not the lead - 
ership of the far Right, which Moscow re- 
gards as hopelessly doomed. It is the mid- 
dle-of-the-road socialist leadership which 
provokes the Soviet fear and fury. 


The shade of Nikola Petkov, agrarian 
leader in Bulgaria, hanged last week by 
the Communists, could attest to the truth 
of that statement. So could the Socialist 
leaders of Hungary and Romania from their 
prison cells, or the still struggling Socialists 
of Czechoslovakia and Poland, for whom 
the Communist bell is tolling. All over Eu- 
rope it is. the Socialists who are the only 
effective bulwark against Communism, In 
Italy alone they have made common cause 
with the Communists, a tragic evidence of 
the complete bankruptcy of the conserva- 
tive Right. 


Allies Confused With Enemies 


It is a strange thing for some of us to 
abuse our Allies and confuse them with 
our enemies. They need our understanding 
as well as our material help, Yet even so 
well-informed an American as Harold Stas- 
sen talks of withholding ajd from nations 
that do not agree to stop a program of na- 
tionalizing heavy industry. A majority of 
Americans do not want planning along so- 
cialist lines for this country, but the anti- 
Communists of Western Europe regard it 
as their only hope. Doubtless many of 
them would prefer unbridled private enter- 
prise, if their nations had our resources, 
They have not got them.

Orchids, nursed through the in-

Severed Limbs Fioken, Reattached 
To Dogs Successfully in Tests 


‘ Surgeons Say Amputated Fingers Have Been 
Put Back on Hands—Other Applica- 
tions Possible, They Think. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 2 (UP) — Drs. 
Frederick M. Allen and Lyman 
Weeks Crossman of New York 
told the United States Chapter of 
the International College of Sur- 
geons yesterday that successful ex- 
periments with dogs indicated that 
it would be possible to reattach 
severed limbs to the human body. 
They said they already had suc- 
ssfully reattached amputated 
ingers after using refrigeration 
to preserve them. 

They said that limbs tempo- 
rarily isolated from the body by 
tourniquets can be preserved for 
at least several days in refrigera- 
tion to give the patient time to 
recover from shock before an 
operation in cases where amupta- 
tion is necessary. 


Even the most extensive and 
severe burns are best treated by 
cold, they said. This prevents de- 
layed shock, infection or toxemia, 
all of which might cause death. 
They cited one case in which a 
burned patient suffered from in- 
fection but was saved by 11 weeks 
of refrigeration. 
Describing experiments with 
dogs, they told how the legs of 
dogs have been amputated, the 
legs placed in ice for 24 hours and 
then successfully replaced. 
Possible With Persons. 
“We think this is possible with 
humans under ideal circumstances 
and by a thoroughly trained team 
of not only good surgeons but also 
good blood vessel surgeons,” they 
said. “We have been successful 
with fully amputated fingers.” 
They said experiments on dogs 
have indicated that limbs which 


have been amputated or at least 
are doomed because of severing of 
the main blood vessels in an acci- 
dent “can be preserved by refrig- 
eration so as to permit transpor- 
tation to a hospital where the 
parts may be reunited a day or 
more later.” 

“This method should be put into 
practice by progressive surgeons 
instead of the routine immediate 
or of such limbs,” they 
said, 

‘Refrigeration Urged. - 

Existing evidence warrants 
wider use of refrigeration in 
anesthesia, tissue preservation, 
trauma, shock and lesions. The 
best emergency treatment for a 
burn is immediate chilling with 
ice, cold water or whatever is the 
quickest agent available for re 
ducing temperatures as low as 
possible, they said. 

They cautioned that physicians 

should not remove mangled en- 
tremities in an emergency opera- 
tion. They said the patient should 
be allowed to recover from shock 
and forget about the limb after 
it has been encased properly in 
ice, for up to two weeks as neces- 
sary. 
“Use of cold by the general 
practitioner is most important as 
it is he who sees the patient first,” 
the doctors said. “If he institutes 
general refrigeration at the first 
visit, then the extremities will be 
in better condition when the pa- 
tients get to the hospital and he 
will have less shock.” 

They said mangled arms have 
been refrigerated successfully for 
two weeks until patients could 
undergo surgery.

American business, Forrestal 
said, “has its money invested in 
peace. In the past 20 months 
[American industry has spent more 


[than 20 billion dollars on capital 


expansion —on new factories, new 


stores, new utilities, new transpor- 


tation and new mines. 
“These means of production and 


| distribution are to make and to 
transport the goods of peace not 


only to our own nationals but 
throughout the world. They were 
not built to manufacture muni- 
tions, and war would substantially 
impair the investment.” 

Forrestal said “stripped to the 
bone this Marxian postulate is 
that business men like yourselves 
Grive nations into wars. This 
theory as an interpretation of his- 
tory, which it pretends to be, has 
no validity.”

Alcoholism 
By Wm. A. Brady, M. D. 


HAVE filed, and therefore lost, 

the statistic of the cost of edu- 

cation and booze, but alcohol 
costs the American people many 
times more than education does. 
Of course, a lot of people just 
can't get along without alcohol. 

I believe parents, teachers, 
coaches or physical education in- 
structors, rabbis, pastors, grand- 
parents, uncles, aunts, big broth- 
ers and sisters service clubs and 
similar organizations purporting 
to advance the welfare of the 
community, are all more or less 


responsible for alcoholism among 
teen-agers because they fail to 


encourage children to sign or take 
the pledge to refrain from using 
alcohol, a pledge which should be 
ceremoniously renewed each year 
until the child attains full adult 
development. 

An underlying cause of drink- 
ing among teen-agers, it seems 
to me, is nutritional deficiency. 
On account of the refinement of 
the princip loric foods in the 
2 diet (starch and sugar) 

d the ignorance of most Ameri- 
cans (including high school and 
college graduates) concerning the 
proportion of the protective foods 
everybody's diet should include, 
most children are malnourished, 
no matter how much pap or cheat- 
food they consume, and suffer 
from nutritional deficiency 
through the years. 

This makes them hanker after 
or crave som ‘in addition to 
their inadequate food, Hidden 
hunger, it has been called. Some 
of them, at least for a while, try 
to appease the craving by drink- 
ing vast quantities of carbonated 
beverages containing a coffee or 
kola-like stimulant, coloring mat- 
ter and sugar.

LIKE to fish for weak7ish, 

mostly, I guess, because it takes 

a bit of what I lovingly call 
“skill” to land one. Weakfish like 
sand worms, and I happen to be 
a fellow who hates to handle those 
little slithery, leggy rascals be- 
cause if you don’t hold em just 
right, they take a nip out of your 
finger. So I’ve never learned, nor 
do I wish to learn, how or where 
to dig for them. I just go to a 
nearby store and pay 55 cents a 
dozen for them, figuring that al- 
though it seems a very high price, 
most of the worms -are long 
enough to pull in half, thus mak- 
ing two dozen. But weakfish are 
pretty smart, and unless they are 
ravenous, they eschew to chew at 
half a worm. Yesterday I caught 
two weakfish on 55 cents worth 
o sand worms; the total weight 
of the fish was 1% pounds, thus 
making the cost around 362-3 
cents per pound. This does not 
include my time, which I shall 
gladly throw in nor half a gallon 
of line for my outboard motor 
and other sundries which I am 
pleased to list below for the bene- 
fit of others:

S WE may or may not have 

mentioned before, the heart of 

any heating plant is the chim- 
ney. Now there are good chim- 
neys and there are bad ones, If 
you have a bad one, not even the 
most moderfi and efficient heating 
plant is going to work worth a 
nickel, So, if things were tough 
down in the basement last win- 
ter, it might be wise to glance over 
the chimney. 

The inside of the chimney should 
be clean and free of any obstruc- 
tion as a broken piece of flue tile 
or whatnot. If the very top of the 
chimney opening is smaller than 
the rest of the flue this will cut 
down the draft considerably. The 
remedy here is to remove the 
small portion at the top and re- 


build it the same size as the rest 
of the flue. The chimney should 
be about four feet above a flat 
roof and two feet above a gable, 
If it isn’t, build it up until it is, 
The branches of a nearby tree 
can spoil a draft and these should 
be cut away if you want to avoid 
trouble, 


The draft in some chimneys is 
so irregular as to drive you and 
your furnace crazy. There are 
special regulators than can be in- 
stalled to take care of this con- 
dition. 

Your best bet with a faulty 
¢himney is to have an expert look 
it over before you start doing 
much to it.

OV. THOMAS E. DEWEY has 
G designated the week of Oct. 1 

to 8 a week of “tribute to our 
newspapers,” which he declared 
were an “indispensable part of 
free society.” He urges that Sat- 
urday be set aside for “special 
consideration of newsboys and 
their contribution to their papers 
and their readers.” 


The Governor himself, as a boy, 
carried papers in his native Owos- 
so, Mich. I can remember well 
when I was a little girl how many 
little boys there were selling news- 
papers morning and evening on 
the streets. What is today the 
Children’s Aid Society in New 
York City got its beginning as a 


club for these little, férlorn and 


often-neglected waifs. It was or- 
ganized by my grandfather, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt.

MY FATHER often told me 
stories of the spectacular rise of 
some of these little New York City 
youngsters to whom his father 
often lent the money to enable 
them to go west. If I remember 
rightly, on one of his trips Pres- 
ident Theodore Roosevelt met the 
Governor of a Western state who 
told him that his start in life had 
come through the loan which had 
made it possible for him to come 
to the new and developing West. 

The same kind of adventure 
does not beckon to our young 
people today, except in Alaska, 
but there are other worlds to 
conquer. One of these worlds may 
well be in the field of journalism. 
As Gov. Dewey says, perhaps the 
first battles — freedom of the 
press were foaght in the state of 
New York, and I think we can 
all take pride in the fact that 
there is at least no government 
control of any of our newspapers 
anywhere in the country.

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How It Started

The Word “Kid” for a Child. 


HE inquiring reader who asks 
for the origin of the word kid 
as it is so popularly used to- 
day, will be surprised to learn how 
old in English speech is this bit 
of what we may certainly call 


slang. 
The allusion, in this transfer- 
ence of the word to a child, is to 


the young of a goat or antelope, 
And we find, such transference re- 
corded in literature as early as 
the year 1599 by the English dra- 
matist, Philip Massinger. Here is 
the excerpt of dialogue in which 
there is an example of his use for 


it: 

J am old, you say; yes, par- 
lous old, kids, an’ you mark me 
well!” 

For an illustration of a straight 
narrative use of the term, a less 
well-known English author who 
followed Massinger by only a few 
decades gave us this, for the rec- 
ord: “At her Back a Kid that 
cry d.“ ; . 

“Kidding” to name a hoax can 
be found in dictionaries long ob- 
solete. As long ago as 1811 it was 
defined as “to coax or wheedle.” 
“To kid a person out of some- 
thing,” meaning to wheedle it out 
of him, or even to obtain some- 
thing under false pretenses, is an- 
other phase of the term. dating 
from the beginning of the last 


century. 

It was probably originally 
thieves’ or underworld slang 
which turned out the combination 
kidnapping for stealing or snatch- 
ing a child for ransom. That is 


found in print as early ag 1679.

The Indefinite Articles. 


NE of the stubbornest die- 
Obers. in the superstition that 

it is best usage to use the 
indefinite article an“ before such 
weg as historical, heroic, hysteri- 
cal, etc. A New York wordman 
— 4 — wrote to urge me to 
“make an heroic effort to impress 


„on people than ‘an,’ and not ‘a,’ 
should be used before words be- 


ginning with “h” and which are 
accented on the second syllable.” 
Of course there is no such “rule.” 
Some dictionaries do observe, 
however, that “some writers use 
‘an’ before words beginning with 
‘h’ in unaccented syllables, as ‘an 
historian, an hotel.’” 


Such usage, it must be pointed 
out is obsolescent in America, al- 
though more or less customary in 
England where the initial “h” is 
traditionally slighted or dropped 
altogether, hence, an ‘istorian, an 
‘otel, etc. 

Such constructions as “an hair, 
an help,” are to be found in the 
Bible, and in the works of Shakes- 
speare and Milton. The reason for 
it is this: At the time when 
Shakespeare and Milton flourished, 
and when the Revised Version 
was translated, the indefinite 
article “a” was a comparatively 
new thing in English, “an” having 
formerly been the only form of 
the indefinite article; “an,” which 
was an Anglo-Saxon word meaning 
“one,” was originally used before 


Be All words, whether they began with 


A vowel or consonant. 

It was very easy for writers of 
the 1600's to forget about the new 
indefinite article “a”; hence, “an” 
would often slip in by force of 
habit. 

Here are the simple rules for 
using the indefinite articles: 

1. Use “a” before words which 
start with a consonant sound: A 
man, a rock, a house, a union 
(union starts with the sound of 
the consonant “y,” as: Yoon-yun), 
a historian, a hotel, 

2. Use “an” before words which 
start with a vowel sound: An em- 
pire, an ocean, an island, an honor 
(since the “h” of honor is silent, 
the word starts with the sound of 
the vowel] “o,” as: On-or), an um- 
brella.
